BRYAN NOT A CANDIDATE 
FOR THE PRESIDENCY 


^t. Louis, Mo., May ll.—From 
Cairo, Egypt, William Jennings 
Bryan has written a letter to 
Col. M. C. Wetmore of St. Louis, 
which contains a reference to his 
attitude toward the presidency. 
The letter is a personal one en­ 
tirely, and the comment on the 
National situation is the more 
interesting to the public from the 
fact that it is the frank utterance 
of a party leader to a confidential 
friend. 
Col. Bryan undoubtedly 
speaks what is in his mind when 
he says he is rejoiced to see his 
policies growing in strength, but 
that he has no intention of ap­ 
pearing as a candidate for nom­ 
ination in 1908 unless circum­ 
stances endanger the ascendancy 
of the principles which he re­ 
gards as vital. 
The text of the letter follows: 


Cairo, Egypt, April 16.—My 
Dear Col. Wetmore: My brother 
has fowarded me your letter. 
I 
am always glad to hear from you, 
even if your flattering reports do 
make me blush. 
I am satisfied 
that the things I have been light­ 
ing for are growing, but who will 
be the most avaiiabe in 1908 is 
a question that cannot be answer­ 
ed now. 
I shall not do anything 
to secure another nomination, anc 
do not want it unless circumstan­ 
ces seem to demand it—time alone 
can determine that. 
I appreciate 
your deep interest in the matter, 
and shall want to see you as soon 
as I get home. You will have to pay 
me that promised visit. 
We are 
seeing lots, and 
I am glad you 
are pleased with the letters. 
I 
think you will enjoy one on Eng­ 
lish rule in India. 
Yours, 
b r y a n . 


After a six weeks’ stay in 
Washington as a representative 
for the best interests 
and the 
town and the territory, W. H. L. 
Campbell reached home Thursday 
afternoon. 
He 
has no 
hope 
whatever of any legislation at this 
session of congress removing re­ 
strictions on the sale of Indian 
lands, but is confident we will se­ 
cure statehood. 
When questioned by the News 
reporter Mr. Campbell hail the 
following to communicate con­ 
cerning the status and prospect 
of territorial affairs at the Capi­ 
tal: 


“It is a foregone conclusion 
that the present session of Con­ 
gress will not, under any circum­ 
stances, enact any legislation for 
the removal of restrictions on the 
sale of Indian land. Strong ef­ 
forts were made by the Texas and 
Arkansas members of Congress 
to secure some relief, both in the 
Curtis bill and in the 
Indian 
appropriation 
bill, 
but 
these 
efforts 
failed 
signally. 
Their 
failure was largely due to the 
notorious theft of the Creek rolls. 
The Secretary of the Interior is 
bitterly opposed to any legisla­ 
tion unless the jurisdiction of his 
department is increased. 
‘As to the statehood bill, no 
one in Washington who is famil 
iar with the question doubts that 
the present session will pass toe 
enabling act for Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory. 
The policy of 
Speaker Cannon has evidently 
been changed by the pressure 
coming from the commercial in­ 
fluences of Kansas City, St. 
Louis and Chicago. 
“It occurs to me that statehood 
is the key to the removal of re­ 
strictions. 
W e will have to have 
representation before we can se­ 
cure any effective legislation on 
the sale of Indian lands. The 


kind of legislation we want on the 
restriction proposition is some­ 
thing that will prevent the large 
grafting influence ’ from leading 
or purchasing the Indian land 
and something that will permit 
the actual, bona fide farmer and 
fruit man to buy homes. 
“The attempted theft of the 
coal lands in the Choctaw Nation 
occasioned one of the big fights in 
congress. 
The railroads lost out 
world without end, and there is 
but little doubt now that the state 
will ultimately secure the coal 
for a school fund. 
‘ The entire delegations from 
Texas and Arkansas are friends 
of the territories. 
This cannot be 
said of some of the nearby neigh­ 
bors of ours. 
A9 a-rule the west­ 
ern senators, men like McCumber 
and Clapp, are friendly to us,both 
on the statehood and on the re­ 
striction proposition^ It is from ( 
the Northeast that we receive the 
worst treatment. 
There 
are 
twenty five or 
thirty Western 
Republican congressmen, notably 
from Missouri and Kansas, whose 
reelection depends upon the pas­ 
sage of a statehood bill at this 
session—so strong is the influence 
of certain big western commercial 
interests which has been brought 
to bear in behalf of the territor­ 
ies, 
These 
congressmen have 
the assurance of Cannon that 
statehood will be granted. 
The 
political lives of these men depend 
upon the passage of the 
bill. 
This is strong evidence of the 
certainty of the measure’s ulti­ 
mate passage this summer.

STILL MARKING TIME 


IN STATEHOOD CONFERENCE 


Washington, 
May 
ll .—The 
statehood conferees met yester­ 
day and adjourned, in accordance 
with the agreement that no ef­ 
fort will be made to dispose of 
that measure until after the rate 
bill shall be out of the way. 
The liklihood is that the rate 
bill will be voted on in the Senate 
Saturday, so that next week the 
developments as to the statehood 
bill ought to be rapid. 
Representative 
Williams 
of 
Mississippi, the leader of the 
minority, is persistent in his in­ 
sistence that a quorum of the 
house must be present if busi­ 


ness of a legislative character is 
to be done. 
This ne does in an 
effort to filibuster for statehood 
legislation. The House yesterday 
was ready to proceed with the 
further consideration of the naval 
appropriation bill, and the Speak­ 
er had called Mr. Crumpacker of 
Indiana to the chair, when Mr. 
Williams made the point of no 
quorum. 
It took 
ten minutes before 
Speaker Cannon hazarded the 
ultimatum that a quorum was 
present and the consideration of 
the naval bill was resumed.

fluenee before he 
entered the 
university. About seven hundred 
people heard Judge Furman. 
All of the candidates on the 
Democratic ticket were present 
and besides being under the au­ 
spices of the University Demo­ 
crats, the meeting was a formal 
opening of the Democratic cam­ 
paign in this county. The Dem­ 
ocratic club has a membership of 
about sixty university students 
aid is a recognized factor in local j 
politics. 
While here 
Judge Furman 
spent some time talking with the 
prominent Democrats. 
It is 
generally known that Forman is 
prominently mentioned as sena­ 
torial timber for the new state, 
and he nad to deal with many 
senatorial boquets while mingling 
with prominent Democrats here.

STEALS OCEAN’S SECRETS. 


De Plury, Who Has Descended to 
Greater Depths Than Any Diver. 
Tells of Sights. 


Paris. A young naval engineer named 
De PJury, diving in connection with 
the examination now going on of the 
French vessel sunk near Saigon, has 
made remarkable discoveries concern­ 
ing the inhabitants of the ocean at a 
greater depth than has ever 
before 
been reached. 
De Plury’s daring has been made 
possible by his accoutrements—an in­ 
vention ol his own—which are armored 
with metal plates, while by a chem­ 
ical arrangement respiration becomes 
•' automatic. 
At a depth of 1,094 yards 
* De Plury declares that all submarine 
monsters change in shape because of 
the enormous pressure of the water. 
lf taken to the surface, their size is 
quadrupled like a rubber bag inflated 
by air. 
Bodies that sink to these 
deeper levels have every bone broken. 
The creatures that circle about them 
are all carnivorous, and to see them 
feeding is inexpressible horror. 
When 162 feet below the surface th© 
diver says he must go through masses 
of seaweed that envelop and would 
drag him down. 
Beneath this \v^?d 
snake-like 
creatures 
and 
fish 
re­ 
sembling dolphins surrounded 
him, 
ani not the least of his adversaries 
were the giant crabs with tough sheila 
and hideous claws. 
At 30 feet below the surface 
De 
Plury gets odd effects in light. Seen 
through the pale, moving water, it as­ 
sumes strange rainbow hues. 
At a 
depth of 129 feet the sandy bottom of 
the sea in intense sunlight looked like 
molten gold. 
Below 20u feet darkness 
commences, and at 327 pitchy dark­ 
ness surrounds one that must be Mu* 
„ urinated to make moving safe. 
Elec­ 
tric lamps of 10,000 candle-power are 
used by De Plury. 
The diver says that at a 
certain 
depth bodies are kept in a state of 
preservation, but when touched drop 
away like powder. 
He tells grew so me tales 
of 
th® 
wrecks he has visited, among them the 
treasure ship that was taking 
Na­ 
poleon’s gold to Holland in 
1808. 
On® hundred million of gold sank at 
that time, and little more than half 
ha® bean recovered. 


Various Means Which Are Employed 
to Screen the Animals from 
the Enemy. 


A special military commission 
in 
Berlin is considering the best means 
of making cavalry as invisible as pos­ 
sible in warfare. 
Harmonizing the 
men’s 
uniforms 
with natural conditions as much as 
possible is not enough, and the com­ 
mission is now discussing the advis­ 
ability of dyeing the horses or screen­ 
ing them with light canvas trappings. 
At the London war office lately it 
was said that several experiments had 
been made in this direction during the 
war in South Africa. 
One official said: “Many horses were 
dyed, but it was found that the dye 
ooon 
washed 
off 
all 
except 
gray 
horses. 
Several vegetable dyes were 
used, but the experiments proved of 
little value. 
“Canvas trappings made the horses 
perspire and impeded 
their move­ 
ments, and, besides, when the sun is 
behind the cavalry, the horses’ legs 
can be seen through the canvas. 
“The best screen for cavalry used in 
South Africa was a combination of va­ 
rious heather-like shrubs picked up on 
the veldt. 
These plants were in many 
cases strung upward and downward 
from the trappings, and gave the ap­ 
pearance, when cavalry were moving 
slowly across the sky line, o f waving 
vegetation.” 


KING SERVED IN NAVY. 


The 
New' Ruler of Norway Passed 
Through Some Rough 
Experiences. 


Norway’s new king was once an ap­ 
prentice in the Danish navy. In the 
mess to which he belonged he was 
called by his first name—that is, Karl 
In Danish and he had to eat the same 
grub 
and stand the same hardships 
as all the other apprentices. Although 
e\erybody knew him to be a prince of 
the realm, no deference whatever was 
paid to him as such. On the contrary, 
he was “hazed” and made miserable in 
good old midshipman style. 
He took 
his medicine bravely enough. 
On 
board ship he had to mend his own 
clothes, darn his socks, sew on buttons 
and keep his weapons and accouter­ 
ments in order. He slept in a regula­ 
tion sailor hammock, with his clothes 
rolled up under his head for a pillow, 
without a nightshirt and wearing only 
a sailor’s woolen striped undershirt 
and bundled up in a woolen blanket, 
sometimes with his sea boots dangling 
by the hammock rope. He used to 
make the big brass binnacle flash like 
silver mail. 
He could never quite 
get used to chewing tobacco, which in 
the eyes of every true apprentice Is 
one of the cardinal virtues, and when­ 
ever he was seasick, which often hap­ 
pened, he used to sit in the gangway 
on a bucket and chew rye bread. 


H igh Old Sleeping Place. 
After two years’ dangerous work, a 
bedroom has t een built on the summit 
of Mount Blanc. It is attached to the 
Janssen observatory, and is meant for 
Alpinists who have been overtaken by 
a storm on the summit or lost their 
way in the snows. A large camp bed 
occupies all the floor of the room, and 
can hold 22 persons. The bedroom, 
which is the highest in the world, is 
also the most expensive, as every stick 
and stone had 
jo be carried u p by 
porters from Chamonix. During Its 
| erection it was demolished twice and 
filled with snow nine time®.

Cairo, Egypt, William Jennings 
Bryan has written a letter to 
Col M. C. Wetmore of St. Louis, 
which contains a reference to his 
attitude toward the presidency. 
The letter is a personal one en- 
tirely, and the comment on the 
National situation is the more 
interesting to the public from the 
fact that it is the frank utterance 
of a party leader to a confidential 
friend. Col. Bryan undoubtedly 
speaks what is in his mind when 
he says he is rejoiced to see his 
policies growing in strength, but 
that he has no intention of ap- 
pearing as a candidate for nom- 
ination in 1908 unless circum- 
stances endanger the ascendancy 
of the principles which he re- 
gards as vital. 


The text of the letter follows: 


Cairo, Egypt, April 16.—My 


Dear CoH Wetmore: My brother 
has fowarded me your letter. I 
am always glad to hear from you, 
even if your flattering reports do 
make me blush. 1 am satisfied 
that the things I have been fight- 
ing for are growing, but who will 
be the most availabe in 1908 is 
a question that cannot be answer- 
ed now. I shall not do anything 
to secure another nomination, and 
do not want it unless circumstan- 
ces seem to demand it—timealone 
can determine that. I appreciate 
vour deep interest in the matter, 
and shall want to see yon as soon 
as I get home. You will have to pay 
me that promised visit. We are 
seeing lots, and I am glad you 
are pleased with the letters. I 
think you will enjoy one on Eng- 
lish rule in India. Yours, 


BRYAN. 


"It is a foregone- conclusion 


that the present session of Con- 
gress will not, under any circum- 
stances, enact any legislation for 
the removal of restrictions on the 
sale of Indian land. Strong ef 
forts were made by the Texas and 
Arkansas members of Congress 
to secure some relief, both in the 
Curtis bill and in the Indian 
appropriation 
bill, but 
these 


efforts 
failed 
signally. 
Their 


failure was largely due to the 
notorious theft of tho Creek rolls 
The Secretary of the Interior is 
bitterly opposed to any legisla 
tion unless the jurisdiction of his 
department is increased. 


"As to the statehood bill, no 


one in Washington who is famil 
iar with the question doubts that 
the present session will pass the 
enabling act for Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory. The policy of 
Speaker Cannon has evidently 
been changed by the pressure 
coming from the commercial in- 
fluences of Kansas City, St. 
Louis and Chicago. 


"It occurs to me that statehood 


is the key to the removal of re- 
strictions. We will have to have 
representation before we can se- 
cure any effective legislation on 
the sale of Indian lands. The 


world without end, and there is 
but little doubt now that the state 
will ultimately secure the coal 
for a school fund. 


The entire delegations from 


Texas and Arkansas are friends 
of the territories. This cannot be 
said of some of the nearby neigh- 
bors of on ra. As a-rule the west- 
ern senator?, men like McCumber 
and Clapp, are friendly to us,both 
on the statehood and on the re- 
striction proposition^ It is from 
the Northeast that we receive the 
worst treatment.

Republican congressmen, notably 
from Missouri and Kansas, whose 
reelection depends upon the pas- 
sage ^of a statehood bill at this 
session—so strong is the influence 
of certain big western commercial 
interests which has been brought 
to bear in behalf of the territor- 
ies. These 
congressmen have 


the assurance of Cannon that 
statehood will be granted. The 
political lives of these men depend 
upon the passage of the bill. 
This is strong evidence of the 
certainty of the measure's ulti 
mate passage this summer.

WAR HORSES INVISIBLE. 


Various Means Which Are Employed 


to Screen the Animals from 


the Enemy. 


A special military commission 
in 


Berlin is considering the best means 
of malting cavalry as invisible as pos- 
sible in warfare. 


Harmonizing the 
men's 
uniforms 


with natural conditions as much afe 
possible is not enough, and the com- 
mission Is now discussing the advis- 
ability of dyeing the horses or screen- 
Ing them with light canvas trappings. 


At the London war office lately it 


was said that several experiments had 
been made in this direction during the 
war in South Africa. 


One official said: "•Many horses were 


dyed, but it was found that the dye 
4oon washed off all 
except 
gray 


horses. 
Several vegetable dyes were 


used, but the experiments proved of 
little value. 


"Canvas trappings made the horses 


perspire and impeded their move- 
ments, and, besides, when the sun is 
behind the cavalry, the horses' legs 
can be seen through the canvas. 


"The best screen for cavalry used in 


South Africa was a combination of va- 
rious heather-like shrubs picked up on 
the veldt. 
These plants were In many 


cases strung upward and downward 
from the trappings, and gave the ap- 
pearance, when cavalry were moving 
slowly across the sky line, of waving 
vegetation."

Cairo, Egypt, William Jennings 
Bryan has written a letter to 
Col- M. C. Wetmore of St. Louis, 
which contains a reference to hie 
.attitude toward the presidency' 
The letter is a personal one en- 
tirely, and the comment on the 
National situation is the more 
interesting to the public from the 
fact that it i» the frank utterance 
of a party leader to a confidential 
friend. Col. Bryan undoubtedly 
speaks what is in his mind when 
he says he is rejoiced to see his 
policies growing in strength, but 
that he has no intention of ap- 
pearing as a candidate for nom- 
ination in 1908 unless circum- 
stances endanger ,the ascendancy 
of the principles which he re- 
gards as vital. 


The teict of the letter follows: 


Cairo, Egypt, April 16.—My 


Dear Cob Wetmore: My brother 
has fowarded me your letter. I 
am always* glad to hear from you, 
even if your flattering reports do 
make me blush. 1 am satisfied 
that the things I have been fight- 
ing for are growing, but who will 
be the most availabe in 1908 is 
a question that cannot be answer 
ed now. I shall not do anything 
to secure another nomination, and 
do not want it unless circumstan- 
ces seem to demand it—timealone 
can determine that.

STATEHOOD IS THE ONLY 


CERTAINTY SAYS CAMPBELL 


After A six weeks' stay in 


Washington as a representative 
for the best interests and the 
town and the territory, W. H. L. 
Campbell reached home Thursday 
afternoon. He 
has no 
hope 


whatever of any legislation at this 
session of congress removing re- 
strictions on the sale of Indian 
lands, but is confident we will se- 
cure statehood. 


When questioned by the News 


reporter Mr. Campbell hid the 
following to communicate con- 
cerning the status and prospect 
of territorial affairs at the Capi- 
tal-, 


"It is a foregone- conclusion 


that the present session of Con- 
gress will not, under any circum- 
stances, enact any legislation for 
the removal of restrictions on the 
sale of Indian land. Strong ef- 
forts were made by the Texas and 
Arkansas members of Congress 
to secure some relief, both in the 
Curtis bill and in the Indian 
appropriation 
bill, 
but 
these 


efforts 
failed 
signally. 
Their 


failure was largely due to the 
notorious theft of tho Creek rolls. 
The Secretary of the Interior is 
bitterly opposed to any legisla- 
tion unless the jurisdiction of his 
department is increased. 


"As.to the statehood bill, no 


one in Washington who is famil 
iar with the question doubts that 
the present session will pass tue 
enabling act for Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory. 
The policy of 


Speaker Cannon has evidently 
been changed by the pressure 
coming from the commercial in- 
.fluences of Kansas City, St. 
Louis and Chicago. 


"It occurs to me that statehood 


is the key to the removal of re- 
strictions. We will have to have 
representation before we can se- 
cure any effective legislation on 
the sale of Indian lands. The

kind of legislation we want on the 
restriction proposition is some 
thing that will prevent the large 
"grafting influence" from leasing 
or purchasing the Indian land 
and something that will permit 
the actual, bona fide farmer and 
fruit man to buy homes. 


"The attempted theft of the 


coal lands in the Choctaw Nation 
occasioned one of the big fights in 
congress. The railroads lost out 
world without end,' and there is 
but little doubt now that the state 
will ultimately secure the coal 
for a school fund. 


1 The entire delegations from 


Texas and Arkansas are friends 
of the territories. This cannot be 
said of some of the nearby neigh- 
bors of ours. As a-rule the west- 
ern senators, men like McCumber 
and Clapp, are friendly to us,both 
on the statehood and on (he re- 
striction proposition! It is from 
the Northeast that we receive the 
worst treatment. 
There 
are 


twenty five or thirty Western 
Republican congressmen, notably 
from Missouri and Kansas, whose 
reelection depends upon the pas- 
sage of a statehood bill at this 
session—so strong is the influence 
of certain big western commercial 
interests which has been brought 
to bear in behalf of the territor- 
ies. These congressmen have 
the assurance of Cannon that 
statehood will be granted. The 
political lives of these men depend 
upon the paesaee of the bill. 
This is strong evidence of the 
certainty of the measure's ulti- 
mate passage this summer.

united, but this is not true. The 
Indian Territory has not a million 
acres of school land, a great uni- 
versity and three normal schools 
to give, but she has in store for 
the new state an nnparallelled 
coal bed floating on a sea of oil, a 
thousand gas wells, enough tim- 
ber, s granite and asphalt to re- 
build a hundred times prostrate 
Frisco, and lastly what is better 
still, she has for the new state a 
Democratic majority and Henry 
M. Furman."

Weaver is a very prominent 


yonng politician from the Indian 
Territory, living in the same 
place as Judge Fnrman. He baa 
been connected with the territo- 


! rial press for several years and 
I had established considerable in- 
fluence before he entered the 
university. About seven hundred 
people heard Judge Furman. 


All of the candidates on the 


Democratic ticket were present 
and besides being under the au- 
spices of the 'University Demo- 
crats, the meeting was a formal 
opening of the Democratic cam* 
paign in this county. The Dem- 
ocratic club has a membership of 
about sixty university students 
and is a recognized factor in local 
politics. 


While here 
Judge Furman 


spent some time talking with the 
prominent Democrats. 
It is 


generally known that Furman is 
prominently mentioned as sena- 
torial .timber for the new state, 
and he had to deal with many 
senatorial boquets while mingling 
with prominent Democrats here. 
If Furman enters the senatorial 
race, he will no doubt, make his 
campaign direct to the people.

WAR HORSES INVISIBLE. 


Various Means Which Are Employed 


to Screen the Animals from 


the Enemy. 


A special military commission 
in 


Berlin is considering the best means 
of making cavalry as Invisible as pos- 
sible in warfare. 


Harmonizing the 
men's uniforms 


with natural conditions as much aB 
possible is not enough, and the com- 
mission is now discussing the advis- 
ability of dyeing the horses or screen- 
Ing them with light canvas trappings. 


At the London war office lately it 


was said that several experiments had 
been made In this direction during the 
war in South Africa, 


One official said: "Many horses were 


dyed, but it was found that the dye 
ioon washed off all except gray 
horses. 
Several vegetable dyes were 


used, but the experiments proved ol 
little value. 


"Canvas trappings made the horses 


perspire and impeded their move- 
ments, and, besides, when the sun is 
behind the cavalry, the horses' legs 
can be seen through the canvas. 


"The best screen for cavalry used in 


South Africa was a combination of va- 
rious heather-like shrubs picked up on 
the veldt. 
These plants were in many 


casts strung upward and downward 
from the trappings, and gave the ap- 
pearance, when cavalry were moving 
slowly across the sky line, of waving 
vegetation."
